NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—All union 
bricklayers and hoist engineers

strike Monday morning in an at- 
tempt to enforce the demands of 
carpenters employed by the associa- 
tion for $1 a day increase in wages, 
William I. Hutcheson, president of 
the United Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters and Joiners, announced shortly 
after noon today. 
This action follows the dec 

by the employers’ association of a 
lock-out, effective at noon today, 
against all brickiayers and hoisting 
engineers who have quit work in 
this city in sympathy with the car- 


penters. 

Employees of individual contrac- 
tora, not members of the associa- 
tion, were not involved in the strike 
order, Hutcheson said, but govern- 
ment and private contracts held by 
association members in more than a 
score of cities will be affected. 
After the lockout had gone into 
effect, Ronald Taylor, president of 
the employers’ association, said: 
“We have taken the same aititude 
that Vice-President Piez of the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation, has 
taken in reference to the Seattle 
strikers. We will deat the union.” 
Mr. Taylor said that when work 
was resumed Monday the employ- 
ers would recruit workers and that 
construction would be ‘restored. to 
normal.

SAYS BRITISH TRADE > 
EMBARGO A NECESSITY. 


(BY NIGHT WIRE | 
NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—Sir Robert 
Balfour, discussing the recent Brit- 
ish embargo order on his arrivel 
here from England today, declared 
that it was not a matter of free 
trade or protection in the fiscal 
sense, hel one of self-preservation 
of British industries, which have 
been disorganized and rendered un- 
productive by the war. 
Sir Robert, who is an officer of 
the importing tirm of Balfour, WII- 
Hamson & Co., of this city, and 
Balfour, Guthrie Company of San 
Francisco and a Liberal member of 
the British Parliament from the 
Glasgow district, said that 
United Kingdom had passed a | 
a period of great trial and difficulty. 
When the war ended, he said, it was 
found that a great many industries 
were not in a productive condition, 
owing to conversion for war pur- 
poses. 
“The country is faced with the 
situation of disorganized industry,” 
he continued. “It has to provide 
employment for its people. During 
the war Great Britain has become a 
debtor rather than a creditor na- 
tion and it has sold a large volume 
of negotiatble securities to 
the sinews of war.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Depar- 
ture from France of more than 
12,000 officers and enlisted men of 
the American Expeditionary Forces, 
including the Forty-second, Sixty- 
second and Sixty-third Coast Artil- 
lery regiments, was announced to- 
day by the War Department. 

The troops are aboard the battle- 


ship Kansas and the transports Har- 
risburg. Louisville, Kroonland, Polar 
Bear, Malden, Caserta and Poca- 
hontas. All are due to reach Amer- 
ican ports between February 15 


and 18. 

Among the units on board are

GRAVER CRISIS THAN IN 
WAR SAID TO FACE US. 


FORMER STATE DIRECTOR OF 
FOUR MINUTE MEN WRITES 
TO MEMBERS. 


Asserting that the Unfted States 
and the world are facing an even 
more serious crisis today than dur- 
ing the war, William V. Cowan, 
former director for California of the 
Four Minute Men, has addressed a 


letter to the 2000 men and women 
who formerly made up the organiza- 
tion in this State. a 

After stating that the Four Minute 
Men are disbanding, but that, as in- 
dividuals, the members have not 
finished their work, Mr. Cowan says, 
in part: 

“We are awakening to the 
fact—we are just beginning to realize 
—that our State and nation, as well 
as the world at large, are facing 
today even a more serious and far- 
reaching crisis than during the war. 
The danger to democracy is even 
more alarming. During the war that 
danger was a ible thing that 
was easily understood and against 
which it was easy to arouse the 
democratic peoples of the world. The 
new danger is far more subtle and 
less tangible. lt is so interwoven 
with the natural demands for hu- 
man freedom that it ie sometimes 
dificuk to draw the line of demar- 
cation. 

“No true lover of liberty and of 
the high principles of America would 
desire to throw the slightest impedi- 
ment in the way of a forward move- 
ment that is sincerely bent on world 
righteousness and the desire for 
greater human happiness, comfort 
and blessings. We are unwilling, 
however, to accept changes that 
threaten the destruction of prosper- 
ity, human life and even of the gov- 
ernment itself.“ 

The letter closes with an appeal 
that all put forth “deepest study and 
highest effort for world righteous- 
ness and with the hope of a happier 
humanity, not only in America but 
also on every shore of the seven 
Sas.

HIKERS AND CAMPERS. 


MANY ROADS AND TRAILS ARE 
BEING BUILT, SUPERVISOR 
CHARLTON REPORTS. 


With the view of opening up new 
vistas to the mountain hikers and 
those seeking camping sites, Super- 
visor Chariton of the Angeles Na- 
tional Reserve, announecd yesterday 
that work had been begun on a road 
leading from the forks of San Dimas 
Canyon to the West Fork, a distance 
of more than two miles. 

With the same end in view, trails 
are being built through Fish n- 
yon, back of Monrovia, through Rob- 
erts’s Canyon, at the mouth of the 
San Gabriel Canyon; from Camp 
Rincon to the west fork of the San 
Gabriel, famed as a fishing resort, 
and a new one to Mt. Baldy that 
will reduce the mileage. 

There are now 1100 miles of trail 
in the local forest reserve, with an 
annual increase of fifty miles each 
year. To the end that the trails may 
be further increased, a bill has been 
the California Legts- 
lature to appropriate $6000 a year 
for this work. This will supplement 
an equal amount paid each year for 
trail work by the county organiza- 
tions, water companies and the 
forest service. 

With the approach of spring de- 
mands are pouring into the Super- 
visor by those desiring camping sites 
in the various picturesque sections of 
the reserve. There are now in active 
operation more than 400 such per- 
mits, which is more than those of 
the other eleven forest reserves of 
the entire State. 

Supervisor Chariton this week is 
shipping the forestry exhibit to 
San Bernardino for the coming 
ninth riational Orange Show, Febru- 
ary 14-23. There will be fiv® com- 
plete models on the ground, and in 
addition a thirty-foot model of fire 
lookout that has never yet deen 
shown to the a.

SEEK CLEW TO 
MYSTERY MAN. 


Skull Injury Stops Memory 
and Power of Speech. 


Experts Say Meeting Friends 
of Old may be Cure. 


Believed Victim Went from 
Here to Oklahoma. 


The world-wide search for the 
friends or relatives of Kelly, the man 
of mystery of Tulsa, Okla., together 
with the strange and pitiful story of 
the man's condition and plight, were 
brought to Log Angeles last night by 
Edwin Covey of 14]9 South Mar- 
guerita street, Alhambra. 

Kelly, whose complete name prob- 
ably is Robert Kelly, became the 
mystery man when in May, 1917, 
he was found on the streets of 
Tulsa in a dying condition. As was 
subsequently learned, he arrive 
there from California, was assaulted 
by footpads on the night of his ar- 
rival, situgged on the head, robbed 
and left for dead. He was taken 
to jail as a drunk, later operated 
upon by County Physician Rhodes 
of Tulsa for a fractured skull, and 
nu bsequently recovered his physical 
strength but was left practically an 
invalid in the matter of speech. The 
terrible blow on the head left him 
without control of certain cells of 
his brain, and the only thing the 
man is able to say is “I can't.“ 

A subsequent operation at the fa- 
mous Mayo institute in Rochester, 
Minn., made possible through a 
fund raised by a Tulsa citizen, re- 
sulted in the lifting of part of the 
man's scalp and removal of several 
tumors from the brain. This en- 
abled the destroyed cells and tissue 
to heal up, but the man failed to re- 


control of speech. 

The improvement was sufficient, 
however, to obtain several addition- 
al bits of informacion, which seeme3 
to establish that the man came 
from California, and tnat his friends 
may be living here. The Rochester 
surgeons declared that meeting with 
friends or relatives may help re- 
store the man to normal conditions. 

The following facts about Kelly, 
obtained only after months of 
painful effort, may give his friends 
or relatives in California a clew to 
his identity: 

He was born in Brookline, Mass., 
in 1879; moved to Roxbury in the 
same State in 1884; he went to Au- 
gusta. Me., in 1894 and there joined 
the United States Army in 1898; 
with his company he was sent to 
Tampa, Fla., thence to Chattanooga, 
where he was encamped for sev- 
era] months and eventually mustered 
out at Augusta, Me., in 1899. 

He went almost immediately from 
Augusta to Boston, where he re- 
mained for two months, then to New 
York City, working at odd jobs for 
three years before starting West, 
via Chicago and St. Louis. At 8 
Louis he remained for two years if 
the employ of the St. Louis Terminal 
Railway Company and then jour- 
neyed indirectly to California and 
took up work in the oil fields.

TO SELL SOME FOODS. 


FEDERAL ADMINISTRATION 
GIVES LIST OF PRODUCTS 
AFFECTED 


To prevent misunderstanding, the 
national Food Administration repeats 
that licenses are still required for 
the sale of certain products. The 
list is as follows: Importers and 
distributors of wheat, corn, oats, rye, 
barley, also elevators and ware- 
houses storing wheat, corn, oats, rye, 
barley, rice; importers, manufactur- 
ers and distributors of fresh, canned 
or cured beef, pork or mutton, cot- 
tonseed and cottonseed products, 
lard, putter, eggs, sugar; importers 
and manufacturers of rice, rice flour, 
wheat flour and wheat mill feeds, al- 
so cold storage warehousemen. 

It is expected that requirements 
for licensing some commodities in 
this list will be withdrawn from 
time to time, but with respect to 
others, wheat milling, for instance, 
the license requirements will be con- 
tinued, it is announced. 

Attention is also called to the 
provision of the Food Control Act 
that obligations incurred prior to a 
formal proclamation of peace are 
not affected by a proclamation of 
peace. The Food Administration 
will at all times maintain a suf- 
ficient organization to deal with such 
commodities and activities as remain 
under license, particularly with the 
obligations of the manufacturers of 
wheat flour and wheat mill feeds un- 
der the profit regulations of 1917-18.

1 
du not believe we want a raise in 
price at this time; and I also be- 
lieve that we can get a good grade 
of gasoline, and keep the price 
where it is. 

“The men whom I appointed on a 
special committee represent the 
Motor Car Dealers’ Association, 
Truck Dealers’ Association, and the 
Automobile Club. These dover each 
branch of the industry, and these 
men are interested in procuring for 
their patrons the ver best value 
they can. 

If a dealer sells a motor car, and 
the operating power is not satis- 
factory, the dealer suffers thereby, 
for it is his duty, under his guaran- 
tee, to keep the car in condition for 
the first few months. 

“Tt is safe to say that every busi- 
ness man will protect his interests, 
and I do not for a moment believe 
that the mBtor car dealers would 
sanction a gasoline that would not 
be satisfactory to their customers. 

“Nor would the Automobile Club 
of Southern California indorse an 
ordinance that did not protect their 
members. I believe the commit- 
tee, as constituted is the best guar- 
antee that the interests of the auto- 
mobile user will be protected, as the 
committee is interested only in the 
proper operation of the automobile, 
and not in the sale of gas.”

girl's testimony, which was favor- 
able to the school, and had like- 
wise refused to publish other simi- 
lar statements from other girls. 
The girl who is out on parole 
spent twenty-three months at the 
institution. She is now employed 
as a domestic by a well-known 
Ventura family. 

In a@ written statement this girl 
said: “I Was among those inter- 
viewed, but my report was not pub- 
lished, because it did not conform 
with other girls’ statements. Other 
girls who would have given favor- 
able reports were not visited. The 
investigator asked me in the pres- 
ence of my employer what punish- 
ment I received, I was never pun- 
ished during my i twenty-three 
months’ stay in the institution. No 
girl was ever punished who hon- 
estly tried to make good. 
“Perhaps it will interest you to 
know that the girls retire at 7:30 
o'clock, lights out at 8:30 o’clock 
An entertainment is the one ex- 
ception to this rule. The hosing 
was done at 9 o'clock. Never have 
we been called from our beds to 
listen to the piano while the girls in 
N. P. cottage were being hosed. 
The hose has been done away with, 
but the girls who got it deserved it.“

SEATTLE, Feb. 8.—At 10 o’clock 
tonight no decision of the General 
Strike Conference Committee, vot- 
ing as to whether the unions shall 
deciare off the sympathetic strike of 
30,000 workers called in support of 
265,000 metal trades workers of lo- 
cal shipyards, had been announced. 
The committee was still in session. 

From labor sources in touch with 
the debate, it was said the 110 lo- 
cals on strike had decided to ex- 
clude the metal tradés unions from 
the vote bei taken. This would 
leave the shipyard workers to con- 
tinue their strike for higher wages 
alone, should the other locals decide 
to end the sympathetic strike.

tradesmen, on the ground that they 
had violated their contract with the 
government, Mayor Hanson, ship- 
yard employers and others directly 
interested, declined to treat with 
strikers until they at least had re- 
turned to work. 
REASONS OF FAILURE. 

Four reasons for expecting the 

strike’s failure were given by city 


officials. The first was the fact that 
the city maintained operation of 
light and gas utilities, many men 
refusing to strike. A second was 
that the rationing scheme adopted 
by the strikers, who are using 
twenty-one “soup kitchens” to feed 
strikers and the public dependent 
upon restaurants, fafled to func- 
tion properly. Food was slow in 
arriving. There. was little cutlery, 
and no one seemed to Carry an 
| army mess kit. Many strikers, first 
te feel the discomforts, were left 
hungry Thursday. A third factor 
assigned was the presence of regu- 
lar army troops. A final cause, 
said city officials, was the evident 
lack of pubiic sympathy with tne 
strikers. 

Citizens walked good naturedly 
when the cars stopped, or rode with 
owners of automobiles. Larders 
were stocked. Grocery stores con- 
tinued open, some even delivering. 
Enough restaurants remained open 
to prevent serious inconvenience. 
Department and retall stores re- 
nained open. The public missed 
chiefly only four things—cars, the- 
aters, newspapers and traffic po- 
lice. Hotels ran smoothly, except

EATTLE AND AMERICANISM. 

That “sympathetic” strike attempted in 
Seattle by the walking delegates and the 
rede has proved a miserable failure. The 
Bolshevist plotters soon discovered that an 
essential ingredient, sympathy, was lack- 
ing and they found themselves in the post- 
tion of a cook trying to make a ham ome- 
lette with neither ham nor eggs in the 
larder. Their attempt to substitute terror

for sympathy brought a stern rejoinder 
from the Federal government in the form 
of a detachment of troops commanded to 
maintain order at the point of the bayonet. 

Seattle has sustained the first shock of | 
the so-called. Boishevist-labor-union revolu- 
tion and has acquitted itself in a manner 
that reflects credit alike upon the city ad- 
ministration, headed by Mayor Hanson, and 
upon the loyalty and good judgment of a 
majority of its working-class population. 
From the beginning Mayor Hanson reftsed 
to lend comfort to the turbulént etrikers. 
He declared that order must be preserved, 
law obeyed and industry unhampered. Sat- 
urday morning he issued a proclamation de- 
claring that: “Seattle, alive with true 
American spirit, is renewing its functions 
today. The sympathy strike lost the 
day it was declared.” Well done, Mayor 
Hanson! The Times salutes you! 

When the red agitators attempted to in- 
ein mob violence they found the main 
streets and business houses guarded by 
soldiers and police and they learned the 
order had been issued: “If necessary to 
shoot, shoot to kill” That settled it as 
far as the reds were concerned. They 
showed more regard for their own skins 
than for the cause they had espoused. 
While several thousand strikers failed to 
return to work, there was no interference 
with business and no violence. The red 
terror failed to redden, and the strike will 
be of short duration. The imported reds 
encountered a force in Seattle with which 
they were wholly unacquainted, a force un- 
known Overseas. That force is red-hlooded 
Americanism. They found themselves work- 
ing in a mental atmosphere surcharged 
with patriotism and a love of justice, an 
atmosphere in which loot without at- 
traction. 

There is a quickened spirit of patriotism 
in this country that is already making it- 
self manifest. The Federal government is 
permeated with it. The first attempt to 
incite revolution in Seattle revealed that 
the government means business; that it 
will not tolerate the wrecking of industry 
and the wanton interference with its plans 
for war and reconstruction. Seattle has 
probably a proportionately larger labor-union 
population than any other city in the coun- 
try and for that reason it was selected as 
the first test between the forces of order 
and of violence. Friends of good govern- 
ment have every reason to be gratified with 
the result. 

The fate of that “sympathetic” strike in 
Seattle will be a warning to those seeking 
to foment strikes elsewhere. The American 
soldiers are not reds and have no patience 
with the Bolshevist movement. They have 
proved that by the resolution and discipline 
displayed in Seattle. The admonitions of 
the reds to the soldiers to turn their guns 
on their own officers and join in an orgy 
of loot a la Bolsheviki received the scorn 
they deserved. The soldiers had ears only 
for the orders of their officers. And Amer- 
ican workmen have demonstrated that they 
are not actuated by any desire to destroy 
the industries by which they and their fam- 
flies are nourished. They know that Bol- 
shevism has been tried and.found wanting 
and they have a pride in home and country 
unknown to the ignorant masses of Eastern 
Europe. The labor despots have found that 
a majority of the members of the labor 
unions are not reds at heart; that they 
cannot be brought to treat lightly a signed 
contrgct. As a rule they cannot be brought 
to turn Hun and treat signed covenants as 
scraps of paper. 

Viewing the situation in Seattle from 
this distance, it appears that Americanism 
and Bolshevism have met in the first clash 
and that Americanism is triumphant. There 
may be sporadic outbreaks in other indus- 
trial centers. San Francisco ig threatened 
by reason of its supine municipal adminis- 
tration; but the heart of San Francisco has 
proved repeatedly that it holds to American 


| ideals; there may be a brief interference 


* 


with industry there, but the eity ad- 

ministration itself would quail be- 
fore the shotted guns of Federal 
troops and the result would only be 
another eit, failure for the 
reds. 

Los Angeles may be attacked, but 
the spirit of industrial freedom here 
is too vigorous to permit any serious 
disturbance of industry. Any attack 
from the reds is foredoomed to its 
usual melancholy failure here. The 
industrial atmosphere of the whole 
country has been cleared by that 
electric disturbance at Seattle. Stout 
hearts have never doubted the coun- 
try’s sanity; but they now feel more 
than ever assured that the orderly 
business of reconstruction will not 
be seriously impeded by outbursts 
of Bolshevism. Unless this be true 
if this be a false hope—we Amer- 
icans fought the war in vain and 
saved neither liberty nor democracy 
nor anything else. Unless the Unit- 
éd States government stands up now 
it cannot stand at all. If the po- 
litical demagogués shall surrender 
to the red rabble in this crisis, for 
the price of votes, then there is 
nothing to expect but national ruin. 
God grant that the government may, 
not be sold out. God gave the Amer- 
jean republic and its honest, fair- 
dealing, industrious workers in all 
kinds and conditions of occupation! 
May the flag of anarchy never * 
over us!

WALLACE WIN S AT LAST. 


After more than four years +f 
litigation and numerous attempts 
in several localities and directions, 
Kenneth C. Wallace. son of ex-Gév. 
A. J. Wallace, of Los Angeles, has 
at last been awarded some land. 
Under a decision handed down ves 
terday by Register Groves and Re- 
ceiver Mitchell, of the Local Land 
Office, Mr. Wallace is given a quar- 
ter-section in the Santa 
Mountains, in the vicinity of New- 
hall, and within the San Fernando 
petroleum mining district.

All Southland Cities to Hold Services; 


Gov. Stephens to Speak Here. 


Unadulterated Americanism will 
be the keynote of memorial service 
for Theodore Roosevelt to be heid 
at Exposition. Park today simul- 
taneougly with similar services 
throughout Southern California and 
the whole United States. The pro-

are only the dying swan song. They 
are the last kick of liquor organiza- 
tions whose own intolerance, trucu- 
lence and corrupting influence in 
politics have stirred many other- 
wise conservative people to this 
radical step. 


The effect of prohibition fs in 
many instances confiscation of prop- 
erty. Millions. have been expended 
in manufacturing plants which can 
only be “scrapped” and equally 
large amounts invested in enter- 
prises dependent on the sale of 
liquor which will become worth- 
less. In England, respect for vested 
interests is greater than here, and 
most plans for restriction or aboli- 
tion of the liquor traffic in that 
country have in them compensa- 
tion to those to be driven out of 
business. Not so here. Forty years 
ago and more, all who ventured 
money in the liquor business were 
advised by the judgments of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
that the guaranty of the Constitu- 
tion that liberty and property could 
not be taken from any person with- 
out due process of law did not pre- 
vent the legislative power from 
protecting the morals or health of 
the community from the evils of in- 
toxicating liquors by prohibition of 
the manufacture or sale of liquor 
and that without any compensation 
for losses incident to the ending of 
the business or of the use of prop- 
erty for the purpose. Moreover, 
prudent liquor men have. seen the 
coming storm and have sought 
shelter. They have found some in 
the higher price of their product and 
in other ways. Few, if any, of those 
engaged in the various branches of 
the trade will become charges on 
the community. 

— . 

A more serious problem for the 
general government and many States 
and cities growing out of prohibi- 
tion will be to find a source of taxa- 
tion on which they may equitably 
draw to make up for the amount 
the liquor traffic has paid into pub- 
lic coffers. Presented at a time 
when national taxation is already 
mountain-big, Congress and State 
Legislatures must immediacely give 
attention to it. This phase of the 
situation is one that has been em- 
phasized much in the prohibition 
fight as an anti-argument. It is a 
credit to the sincerity of the people 
in the cause that it did not infuence 
them. But it now involves a real 
difficulty in adjusting our tax laws 
to the change. 

It is to be hoped that Congress 
will at once proceed t6 diseuss and 
formulate laws calculated to secure 
the most thorough enforcement of 
the prohibition amendment. They 
should be ready when the amend- 
ment takes effect a year hence. The 
war restriction going into effect 
July 1 next is only temporary. The 
amendment deserves elaborate pro- 
visions, organizing effective machin- 
ery. Such providgions shoul! not, 
however, attempt too much. If they 
are fantastic or unnecessari!v irri- 
tating in treatment of private per-

In this field a large force of 
constables and detectives will be 
needed. Cellar and moonshine“ stills 
thus will be the only resource for 
violators unless harrying personal 
inquisition shall stir up a whole com- 
munity to ignore the law and flaunt 
their violations of it. This ls easy 
to dqewith sumptuary laws as we 
have seen in some States. Even the. 
supposed effectiveness of Federal 
law may prove helpless against such 
resistance. The result wil] be a kind 
of lawless local option over the coun- 
try that will be very vicious. The 
advocates of the law should realize 
that mand voted with them for dif- 
fering reasons and that many such 
do not yet fully realize the personal 
effect of prohibition on therm. To 
keep this class in #&ympathy with the 
law is of the highest importance in 
giving it success. 
On the whole, it is the duty of all 
loyal citizens to urge and demand 
the passage of reasonable tut effec- 
tive laws, to obey the aus them- 
selves and to Insist on their enforce- 
ment, no matter what they thought 
of the amendment before its adop- 
tion. If after e decade’s trial the 
change proves a failure and some 
other remedy for the drink evil 
seems wiser and better, we must 
count on the American people, who 
have no obstinate pride of opinion, 
to retrace their steps and try again. 
But meantime enforce the amend- 
ment, which is the law of the land.

Training School Requirements 

Here are too Rigid.

During the war, before the epi- 
demic, Los Angeles and every city 
in the United States was greatly 
jacking in a sufficient number of 
nurses.

STATE BOARD’S RULES. 
California, through its State 


Board of Health, has gone the limit, 
surpassing every other State in the 
Union in its requirements of ad- 
mission to its training schools, and 
in the curriculum forced upon our 
hospitals. Just at the time when 
the war was taking so many of our 
nurses, the California State Board 
of Health issued orders that after 
September 1, 1918, for admission to 
an accredited school for nurses, ap- 
Plicants must present evidence of 
having completed a tour-year course 
in a standard acerenited high schoo! 
or other institution of standard sec- 
ondary grade. Tnere must be in- 
cluded in the four-year high schoo! 
course: English, four years; chem- 
istry, one year; nousehold arts and 
home sanitation, two years; biology. 
one year. 

It is further recommended that

DOCTOR FISHER 
ON HUN MEANNESS.

It was a 
characteristic rainy day and we were 
ling along over the boulevard, 
when we were signaled to stop by 
an officer standing directly in front 
of us. We presumed he wished a 
lift, but his mission was more se- 
rious. His first words were, when 
he learned we were medical men,

“He then went on to relate in a 
most excited manner that he and 
four other soldiers were out scout-. 
ing around looking for souvenirs in 
the German dugouts and trenches. 
This occupation, by the way, is about 
the only exciting diversion that we 
are allowed to indulge in, and little 
trips of one or two days in souvenir 
hunting is our delight and joy. It 
seems that the party was out on 
such an expedition and stepped 
down, all but one, into a German 
dugout, which ia a series of two or 
three small rooms or, better, closets 
six to thirty feet under ground.

DEADLY PHOSGENE GAS 


Jan. 31.—The 
deadly phosgene gas, once used on 
the battle front in France, now has 
been employed in the peaceful pur- 
suit of bleaching sand used in the 
manufacture of eyeglasses and op- 
tical lenses, according to Dr. David 
T. Day of the Geophysical Labora- 
tory of the Carnegie Institution. 

This gas is composed of chlorine, 
oxygen and carbon monoxide. It 
destroys the fron oxide which causes 
the red and brownish tints of sand, 
2 the American Chemical So- 


ety. 

It adde that the Unitea States 
hag a firm grip on the manufacture 
of phosgene gas, with which this 
country was prepared to overwhelm 
German armies. This has 
given the United States an opportu- 
nity to manufacture optical glass, 
which formerly was imported, and

There is a real tragedy, however, 
over the dark, chill cell home of 
James F. McNichol, who says he is 
from New York and Philadelphia. 
McNichol, looking the soldier all 
over, is handsome, clear-eyed, tall, 
and not over 20. His relatives in 
Penhsylvania have held a proud name 
there, but on a little white card on 
the outside of Mac's“ cell door is 
the following inecription, under his 
name, “Charge, murder.” 

STORY OF TRAGEDY. 

So far as I could learn, it was not 
a crime committed for the purpose 
of robbery or for crime’s sake, but 
the result of a fight between six hot- 
headed soldiers, in which one was 
lain. But that is only part of Mac's 
tragedy. His brother, arrested with 
him. attempted to escape with half 
a dozen other prisoners, including 
Mac, the other night. Mac's brother 
Was the first to climb over the win- 
dow ledge, clinging to a rope made 
of blankets, but the rope broke and 
he fell three stories, dying instantly 
on a stone paving of the prison 


Mac“ looked from the window 
and turned away with no heart for 
a further attempt at flight, he and 
the other prisoners going back to 
their cells and locking themselves in. 

I talked with many other prison- 
ers, finding misdemeanors ranging 


trom the shooting of craps to thefts 


of passes. One group was caught 
after a daredevil! traffic in stolen 
Sugar and typewriters, their method 
being te steal a big automobile load 
of typewriters or sugar from the 
freight yards, sell the stuff and

CHIEF OF POLICE. 


The district of Paris is under 
command of Gen. W. W. ‘Harts, 
and with thousands of soldiers in 
the city, his duties fre arduous, 
but remarkably well performed. 
His men everywhere age averting 
or stopping trouble and picking up 
men who are here without author- 
ity. If the boys who look eagerly 
to Paris for a holiday with ‘too 
little regard for army regulations 
could stroll through the old Ro- 
quette they would never become A. 

. 

It is impossible to heat the mas- 
sive old pile these winter nights, and 
the men are forced to sleep on 
mattresses on the floor, because ex- 
perience has shown that the prison- 
ers used the legs of cots formerly 
supplied for trying to dig through 
the limestone walls. It is impossible 
to make a modern jail of an ancient 
dungeon, but the army is doing the 
best it can. Breakfast consists of 
bread, coffee, svrup, hominy, grits 
and bacon. At dinner there is bread, 
bofled potatoes, beef soup and 
boiled beef. For supper there is beef 
steak and vegetables. 

Formerly the prisoners were per- 
mitted to go into the courtvard to 
exercise, but the court is coveree 
with snow now and the hbovs have 
fo look at the world only through 
the narrow windows looking down 
on the area where once evildoers 
were led to the chopping block.

CORFU, Dec. 30.—If William 
Hohenzgliern, the former German 
Emperor, should try to spend the 
remnant of his career on the Island 
of Corfu, as some recent reports in- 
dicated, he would not be received 
by the natives with any great show

The Greek and Serbian popule- 
lation, many of whom are refugees, 
realize well the misery and syffering 
that Hohensollern caused the world 
and are in no mood to receive him 
even as temporary visitor. 
“Achelleion Palace,” his villa, 
stands high up on the rocky coast 
of Corfu, amid a wealth of cypress 
trees and overlooks the picturesque 
Ionien Sea. The snow-capped 
mountains of Albania are only a 
short distance away. The villa has 
been occupied lately by a number 
of disabled Allied soldiers, including 
an Americen sailor from Brooklyn. 
When the Associated Press cor- 
respondent visited it the other day 
the funeral of a. United States naval 
officer, Ensign Young of Detroit, 
Mich., who died of pneumonia con- 
tracted while on duty, was being 
held just otuside the villa gates and 
the simple casket, draped with the 
Stars and Stripes, was being low- 
ered in ite resting place on the sun- 
lit side of the sloping mountain.

MRS. WILCOX TELLS 
STORY OF HER LIFE. 


A Most Interesting Affair, with 
the Poet Riley Revealed.

Ella Wheeler Wilcox has made her 
thousands, her tens of thousands 
weep and cheered her multitude. She 
has been an influence, though we 
highbrow persons rather sniff at her 
poetical ability. Mrs. Wilcox is 
aware of this and resents it. She 
has said no one should judge her 
poems until all of them had been 
read—as though one could not have 
an opinion on any poet without 
swimming through the tons of vol- 
umes, even the less facile, that she 
has written. She has had trouble 
with critics from girlhood—but with 
Mrs.

IS RUMORED. 


Norval Hawkins Said to be at 
the Head of It. 


Trucks, Tractors and Parts 
Makers Combine. _ 


Details of Organisation not 
Yet Complete. | 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH 
DETROIT (Mich.) Feb. 6.—Nor- 
val A. Hawkins, former sales man- 
ager of the Ford Motor Company, is 
to be the head of a great consolida- 
tion of concerns making motor cars 
and trucks, tractors and parts, if 


plans now under way reach a suc- 
cessful conclusion. In scope the 
project is not unlike the General 
Motors consolidation, although the 
companies involved are not as large 
us those in that big merger. 

New York financiers are said to 
be furnishing the backing for thia 
consolidation, although it’s not im- 
probable that banking concerns in 
Detroit and other cities may have 
a participation in the final carrying 
A deal of 
the magnitude of the proposed con- 
ealidation requires a considerable 
time to complete, and it is unlikely 
that any announcement of the in- 
dividual concerns which will be ab- 
sorbed in the new merger will be 
given out for a considerable time. 
Negotiations are in progress with 
the different companies, however, 
and there are excellent prospects 
that they will result in agreements 
to sell. 

One of the companies which mav 
be included in the consolidation is 
the Commerce Motor Car Company 
of Detroit, which has stated the 
price at which it wil! sell out. 
companies in this and other cities 
include à tractor company and com- 
panies making’ axles, transmissions 
and other parts. 

Mr. Hawkins was formerly an ac- 
countant, who became sales manager 
of the Ford Motor Company at a 
time when ite business wes com- 
paratively small. He mapped out 
brilliant sales campaigns and exhib- 
da marvelous executive ability in 
anizing and extending the sell 
ing department of that gigantic mo- 
tor company. 

During the war he left the Ford 
company to take a place in the gov- 
ernment transport service, and was 
in that service until about the first 
of the vear. He had been on the 
Ford pay roll through the time of 
his government service, and a place 
in charge of foreigh sales was of- 
tered him on his return.

The 
fact still remains that the doctrine of non- 
resistance is a matter of visdom as neces- 
sary to the man who believes in religion as 
it is to the man who does not. 

You may analyze the doctrine of non- 
resistance in any crucible: you may take 
it apart and lay all its pieces before you 
on the table; and you will see that it is one 
of the most fundamental things in life. 
You will see that you cannot be safe with- 
out it. Unless you understand it and are 
prepared to put it into practice in a crisis, 
your head is bared defenselessly against 
the storms of fate. - 

Let us take two men, each of whom has 
been overtaken with disaster. The one 
resists the fate that has overtaken him. 
railing vainly at 4t and eating his heart out 
in bitter sorrow. What happens to him? 
He becomes a miserable wreck along the 
highways of the world. The other man 
says: “Ah, well, I still have myself. It 
doesn't matter about my losses. Naked 1 
came into the world, and naked must I go 
out of it.” 

What becomes of that man? He is just 
as happy as he was before. And happiness 
is beyond all worldly riches. 

Perhaps it is a difficult thing not to re- 
sist evil. It seeme to be natural for man 
to desire to revenge any wrong that an- 
other has made him to suffer. But you 
could not possibly do great harm to your- 
self so surely in any other way than by 
harboring the spirit of revenge in your 
heart. 

Consign to his own fate him who does 
evil to you. The eternal mills of the gods 
will wreak a greater vengeance upon your 
enemy than you could possibly wreak upon 
him by any effort of your own. Let him 
eo; pity him and forget him if only tor the 
reason that by thinking of him you destroy 
your own peace of mind. 

To make the best of life should be man’s 
chief study. And he can simplify that 
study by an understanding and acceptance

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EFFECTS OF EMOTION.

It is not 
altogether a figure of speech to call it liquid 
nerves, If the adrenals are removed from 
sheep and calves and this substance is 
drunk or injected into the veins the pupils 
of the eyes dilate, the hairs begin to stand 
up as they do upon the back of the fretful 
poreupine and other strange things happen. 

In a word this material does exactly what 
you have always been taught the sympa. 
thetic nerves do. What you expect always 
from the nerves may now be brought about 
by the juices of these ductless glands. 

A fragment of muscle from the bowels of 
an animal was taken as a rage thermometer. 
So sensitive is the strip of intestine that a 
drop of a mixturé of 20,000,000 drops of 
water in which there was a drop of adrena- 
lin will show by shrinking it. The investt- 
gator was thus able to prove that every 
time a dog barks at a cat and the cat humps 
her back and nrepares in terror for war 
an extra amount of adrenal juice has been 
poured into the blood. 7

this same thing was noted in the dog's

Moreover, whenever pain was inflicted 
upon animals, as in catching beavers and

If adrenin is . into the blood it 
causes the liver to loosen up its storehouse 
of sugar. This sugar is set free in the blood 
and the victim may be mistakenly said to 
have diabetes, the sugar disease. 

Epinephrin is also an antidote to fatigue. 
Muscular fatigue does not occur or is re- 
moved when the adrenal bodies act overtime 
or it is injected artificially. It also makes 
the blood clot sooner than it would other- 
wise do. It has been found that great emo- 
tional excitement and pain cause just the 
things which adrenalin brings about. Sugar 
appears in the blood and in the kidney 
fluids and muscular fatigue is forgotten. 

A caged cat made angry or made to fear

And in 
focusing our attention upon it we are fright- 
ened back by the apparent inability to un- 
derstand the meaning of war and its bloody 
toll not only in human life but in the evils 
that burn themselves into the consciousness 
of men. And never was man so eager to 
pierce the veil that hides the other side of 
life, and try if mayhap we may thus learn 
something of the mystery of life and death. 


And meantime the “dreamers of dreams” 
and “seers of visions” have been very much 
in evidence, uttering their cries and hand- 
ng out their prophecies—for a considera- 
fon. As might be expected, these visionaries 
have failed in their messages apparently in 
direct proportion to their practicality of 
mind and habit—or lack of it. It was Lord 
Rosebery, probably the most versatile Brit- 
is her of our time, and who has shone bright- 
ly as statesman, scientist, art connoisseur, 
and litterateur, who remarked once in an 
address—and which was later echoed by our 
own irrepressible Teddy—that the “prac- 
tical dreamer” is always a most dangerous 
man to the peace of his time. This for the 
reason that being endowed with the faculty 
+latent in most of us—of prophetic insight 
conjoined with the practicality necessary 
to bring the ideal down into concrete ex- 
pression, he-is able to revolutionize things 
in the world of men. 


Many Writers Assert Prophecy 
Can be Acquired. 


ND all writers in ancient as in modern 


days have agreed that this faculty o 


propheey is one that may be acquired. Like 
most other things and qualities in this world 
if one is ready to pay the price. Whether we 
go back to Plato, to Cicero when he wrote 
on divination, to Seneca, St. Augustine, or 
others of the early ages, or see among such 
diverse characters as Kant, Schopenhauer, 
Thomas a’ Becket, John Knox or some of 
our leading scientists today, they seem to 
think that prophecy is a gift that has been 
manifested in every period of the world's 
history, though its rationale is not under 
stood. Nor is it likely to be until man will 
abandon his wish for the “smooth” things 
and is willing to surrender himself to the 
“will” of Deity and try to undertand how 
the will of Deity functions, under the law 
of cycles, the law of periodicity, the law of 
causation—call it what you will. 


Nearly a score of years ago Dr. Max Kem- 
merich, a famous scholar and scientist, 
wrote a somewhat remarkable book on 
“Prophecy” with the intent of discovering 
if he could by what faculty of mind—if it 
is such—one may foresee and foretell the 
future. He was neither a spiritualist nor a 
mystic, but a hard-headed man of science. 
But he was compelled to admit that all of 
nrophecy was not contained between the 
ecvers of the family Bible. Then a few 
vears ago (1913) H. G. Wells the author of 
“Mr. Britling Sees it Through“ and a num-

Im- 
plied almost in this question is expressed a 
belief in the possibility of foretelling the 
future, and Mr. Wells rafses some most in- 
teresting questions in his investigations. 


The Prophet Amos, who lived 800 B. C. 
was convinced of the persistence of the He- 
brew race, and with the lapse of nearly 3000 
years he is still right. The Jews and the 
gypsies are the two races of people who 
have maintained their identity in defiance 
of the innumerable movements in human 
development that have been assimilating 
and absorbing other peoples. Micah foretold 
the destruction of Jerusalem 100 years ahead 
of the time. Jeremiah was so sure that Je- 
rusalem would be rebuilt that he bought a 
plot of land during what seemed a hopeless 
time—the siege of Nebuchadnezzer. And 
many other Biblical prophecies might be 
quoted without trenching u those theo- 
logical problems which assume prophecy 
where it is pretty well conceded no prophecy 
was intended or involved. 


The Delphic Oracles Famed 
For a Thousand Years. 


HE Dephic Oracles maintained their 

reputation for 1000 years, although 
there have been those who ascribed it all to 
guess work with a moderate dose of the 
exhilarating gas that arose from the grotto 
and so inspired the prophetess. The Egyp- 
tian Oracle also kept its reputation for sev- 


eral thousand years. But all of this, with 


the Sibylline Rook the modern investi-

member, however, that whether under the 
walls of old Thebes, or in the Medieval 
Ages when superstition was rife and the 
belief in witchcraft was a disease, there 
were then men who were just as capable as 
we are to judge as to facts; where they 
failed was in the deductions they drew from 
such facts.

be gleaned from every period of the world’s 
history where the prophet foretold some 
coming events with a circumstantiality of 
detail, and preciseness of time, equal to any- 
thing found in Holy Writ. And why not? 
The same faculty was being utilized, and 
even in our every day life only those will 
fully blind can fail to see that certain su- 
bertor faculties—spiritual faculties of clair- 
audience and clairvoyance, are being un- 
folded. Not that there is any spirituality 
necessary about a person that practices 
these occult arts. But they are the incipient 
foundations upon which spirituality may be 
unfolded. 


At was a belief that stupendous events al- 
ways provoked the prophetic faculty, and 
that such events inevitably were fortold in 
sofme way that prompted the memorable line 
of Thomas Campbell's “Coming events cast 
their shadow before.” There have been 
minds who could foresee in current events 
the germs from which certain effects would 
inevitably follow. And so we see Lord 
Chesterfield, Voltaire, Rousseau and a num 
ber of others; not to mention statesmen’ of 
our own time who foresaw the inevitability 
of the great war for the last forty years. But 
that is not prophecy. Everything seems to 
hint at man’s endowment with a mysterious 
prophetical insight, operating in several 
ways. To examine even cursorily into these 
several methods would necessitate much 
more space than I can be allowed: suf. 
fice it to say that the most easily under- 
stood is the astrological mode, by which the 
Zodiacal clock in the heavens is read in ac- 
cordance with the purpose det out in the 
caption above. 


The great astronomer Kepler was a firm 
believer in astrology, and, indeed, the ta- 
booed science appears to be coming again to 
its own, for the conservative Astronomical 
Society of London has had papers read be- 
fore it within the last few years on as 
trology: and the list of scientists who accept 
its fundamental principles is quite long and 
imposing. Kepler, however, made some 
great blunders, but redeeméd himself when 
he foretold with exactness in his almanac 
“the six M's“ meaning M (Magnus,) M (Mon- 
archa,) M (Matthias,) M (ense,) M (artis, 
M (orietur,) that is a prediction that the 
Kaiser Matthias would die in March of that 
year. In March he duly died. Another great 
astronomer of the old time—Tycho Brahe in- 
dulged in prophecy and foretold the death of 
Gustavus Adolphus. 


How a King’s Murder 
Was Foretold. 


HE murder of Henri [V of France was 

predicted in the most categorical way. 
Joachim Greulich described in advance the 
siege of Vienna by the Turks under Kara 
Mustapha; and likewise the expulsion of the 
French Bourbons. The later prediction was 
made in the reign of Louis XIV, when the 
Bourbons were in the height of their power. 
In 1300 the Abbe Lenin predicted the great- 
ness of the House of Brandenburg, declared 


that its chief would unite Germany, and 


become Kaiser, and gave many other dafails 
that have come true, finally telling many 


‘facts that have direct bearing upon this the 


latest human catastrophe, and indicating the 
downfall of Germany, and the obscuration 
of the House of Hohenzollern. Then there 
is the prophecy of the monk Johannes, about 
which so much has been written within the 
last four years, and whose prevision has 
been proven in many respects to have been 
accurate, though blurred and distorted BY 
bis purely personal religious views regard- 
ing Anti-Christ. Then there was Nostra- 
damus the greatest prophet of the Middle 
Ages, who flourished in the first half of the 
sixteenth century. He predicted the adbica- 
tien of the Emperor Charles V, the death of 
Henri II, the murder of Henri III. He also 
predicted that Louis XIII would have a 
Montmorericy executed “In an unusual 
place” by an executioner named Clerepeyne. 
In 1632, just eighty years after the prophecy 
was printed, a Montmorency was executed by 
order of King Louls, by a soldier named 
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Clerepeyne in an “unusual place,” vun. the 
closed court of the Toulouse Town Hall. 
Neither Montmorency or his executioner 
were alive at the time the prophecy was 
uttered. 

Nostradamus also told of the French Revo- 


_ bution, of the attack upon the Tuileries, of 


the abortive flight of Louis XVI, and gave 
the name of the innkeeper who arrested the 
king. These later prophecies were made 
200 and 300 years before their fulfillment. 
Nostradamus, too, carried his prophecies 
down to the present time and beyond, but 
owing to their being in rough verse and 
written in old French there is a good deal 
of dispute as to some of these latter day 
meanings. But he very definitely foretold of 
the tragic end of the Sultan Abdul Azis in 


1876, who was found dead in his inner apart- 


ments, having bled to death, his Veins cut 
with a pair of scissors, either by himself or 
by some other unknown. He proceeds to 


outline the complicated dual control in Tur 


key when Abdul Hamid began his reign 
jointly with his brother Murad V, who was 
deposed for alleged insanity. Then is fore- 
told the persecutions of the various peoples 
under Turkish sway, “all Europe, from north 
to south, looking on, quite helpless, in the 
most abject and dishonorable way.” The 
time of these persecutions, or rather when 
they reach their acute stage, is given as- 
tronomically “when the two infortunes (Ura- 
nus and Saturn or Mars) are in conjunction 
with Scorpio.“ It may be objected that 
Nostradamus did not know of the existence 
of Uranus, but it is certain that not only he. 
but a great number of the very earliest 
teachers of man, knew a great deal more 
than it was safe to say much about. 


The Great Prophecies 
of Nostradamus. 


HE prophet exclaims (in rough transla- 
tion:) When Mars, Jupiter and Satur.» 
(are in conjunction) eternal God what 
changes! since from long ages this evil time 
returns: what tumults in France and Italy!

Purana in giving England 300 years of world 
wide empire, though no indication is given 
as to point of beginning. Several books have 
been written on the prophecies of Nostra- 
damus, and it has been alleged that when 
Nelson won the battle of Trafalgar and Lord 
Lake captured Delhi, m the first years of the 
nineteenth century, was the opening of Ens 
land’s culminating period. 

That which people cannot understand in- 
evitably provokes angry opposition, and in 
the case of Nostradamus all kinds of 
calumnies were circulated about aim. But

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he stands well out in the historical lime- 
light, and we know that the grandees of the 
French court and the governors of the prov- 
inces were ever ready to éonsult him. When 
they questioned him authoritatively he re- 
fused to answer, when they came with a 
smile on their lips he sent them away with 
pain-drawn faces; if they propitiated him he 
always had an enigmatical answer that they 
could fathom little of the meaning. But 
those who came openly for advice he took 
delight in helping them. Thus when Mme. 
de Lesdignieres consulted him regarding

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THREE PRESIDENTS. IN EUROPE. 


RESIDENT WILSON's visit to Europe 
recalis the visits of two predecessors 
in the White House. Gen. Grant went 
to Europe as a sightseer simply, with- 

out any mission other than to have a good 
time and enlarge his mind by travel and 
association. Col, Roosevelt, too, went as a 
private citizen bent on sightseeing, but he 
had a gospel to preach as well, and preach 
it he did. President Wilson is in Europe 
not at all to see sights or for personal en- 


- joyment, but to take a hand, perhaps a con- 


trolling hand, in international diplomacy, to 
shape the peace terms in such a way as to 
safeguard the future of the world. 

Gen. Grant meandered from England. to 
Greece, from Spain to Norway, leaving a 
trail of good will and cigar butts through Eu- 
rope. He had no ax to grind. He had no 
trains to make, no national destinies to 
hasten, no racial characteristics to alter.

HE welcoming business may have been a 
little overdone, for Headley has this 
comment in his volume on the tour:

General Helped Out 
by His Son. 


T IS even told that his little son, Jesse, 

helped him out once when Grant was 
called out at the rear of a train to address 
an informal gathering of villagers. He 
hadn't a word to say. When the silence was 
becoming oppressive, the story goes, 7-year- 
old Jesse stepped in front of his father with 
the announcement that he would make a 
speech. He was told to go ahead—-which he 
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d with gusto, beginning The boy stood on 
te burning deck,” and going through with it 
without a slip. 

That same year Jesse is said to have fur- 
ther distinguished himself as a student of 
public speaking by volunteering at a farm 
party attended by the Grant family to give 
a speech “just like papa’s.” He mounted a 
pile of hay and delivered himself of this: 
“Ladies and Gentlemen. I am very glad to 
see you. Ii thank you very much. Good 
night.” 

The knack of facing an audience, saying 
something worth while and quitting befpre 
it is too late was mastered by Gen. Grant, 
however, according to testimony of those 
who heard him in his later years. Yet in 
many of his addresses in Europe, he began 


with an apology for not having cultivated a 
habit of speaking in public. 

Mr. Young in his work quotes George W. 
Smalley in praise of a speech the general 
delivered at lunch in the Guildhall, London, 
the day Mr. B. Scott failed to allow for 
Woodrow Wilson. Mr. Smalley said he had 
“never heard a more perfect speech of its 
kind,” that it had “a charm, a felicity in the 
turn of one or two of its phrases that would 
do credit to the best artists In words—to 
Mr. Kinglake, or to Mr. Matthew Arnold

HIS is the speech: 

“My Lord Mayor, Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen: Habits formed earfy in life and 
early education press upon us as we grow 
older. 1 was brought up a soldier—not to 
talking. I am not aware that I ever fought 
two battles on the same day in the same 
place, and that I should be called upon to 
make two speeches on the same day under 
the same roof is beyond my understanding. 
What I do understand is that I am much in- 
debted to all of you for the compliment you 
have paid me. All I can do is to thank the 
Lord Mayor for his kind words, and to thank 
the citizens of Great Britain here present in 
the name of my country and for myself.” 

The Grant party journeyed happily 
through continental Europe, laying corner- 
stones, visiting cathedrals, meeting royal 
beads and important public persons, and 
making friends everywhere.. The general 
seems to have been particularly impressed 
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by his meeting with Bismarck. This was ip 
1878. 

The chancellor had been first to call on 
Gen. Grant, only to find the latter out. Se 
Grant then went to see him. Mr. Young's 
account of the general's approach to the His. 
marck palace is worth quoting. Here it is: 

“The general saunters in a kind of non- 
chalant way into the courtyard. The senti 
nels eye him for just an instant, perhaps 
curiously, and then quickly present arms. 
Somehow or other these grim soldiers reco. 
nize at once, as the salute is returned, that 
it comes from a man who is himself a sol 
dier. 

“His visit had been expected, ii was 
true, but it was supposed that an Ameri- 
can ex-President of the United States - 
would have come thundering in a coach and 
six accompanied by outriders, and not quiet- 
ly on foot. The general throws away a half. 
smoked cigar, then 
brings up his hand to 
his hat, acknowledg.

“General,” he said, “no patriotic German 
will believe there can ever be lasting friend- 
ship between Germany and the United 
States unless yourself and the prince pledge 
eternal amity between all Germans and 
Americans over a glass of schnapps.” 

So Grant and Bismarck touched their filled 
glasses, exchanged vows of everlasting good 
will between their countries and drank the 
schnapps. 

And now one wonders what was the mat- 
ter with that schnapps—or did the prince 
have his fingers crossed?

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N A recent number of The Times, Fred- 
eric J. Haskin, special correspondent 
of The Times in Washington. D. C., had 
a column letter, in which he told of an 
experiment conducted by om ers of the 
United States Public Health Service, co 
operating with medical officers of the 
United States Navy, at Boston, and San 
Francisco. The object was to prove whether 
influenza is, or is not contagious. The sub- 
jects, one hundred men, who volunteered 
for the purpose, submitted to every possible 
method of infection, through the nose and 
throat. Not one of the subjects contracted 
the disease. I condense as follows from 
Mr. Haskim's letter: 


“There can be no doubt but that these ex- 

riments were carried out with the utmost 
Lileutenant- Commander Rose 
nau of the Navy Medical Corps and Surgeon 
Joseph Goldberger ot the public fealth 
service were the officers in charge of the 
Roston experiment, which was made at the 
quarantine station on Gallop Island. Forty- 
seven men were the subjects of this part 
of the ex eriment. 

“The first experiment consisted in thor 
oughly infecting the noses of about ten of 
the ‘men with cultures of Pfeiffer's influenza 
bacillus—a virulent germ commonly found 
in influenza. None of the men developed 
any symptoms. The next form of the ex- 
periment was to take the secretions from 
thé noses and throats of influenza patients 
and place them in the noses and throats of 
the volunteers by means of swab and sprays. 
The time oceupied in removing the dieased 
mucus from a sick man and putting it into 
the nose or throat of a well man was re 
duced to as little as thirty seconds. Yet 
none of the men so infected developed any 
symptoms of the disease. 

“Determined that the tests should be ex- 
haustive the doctors next submitted a 
group of volunteers to infection by actual 
coughing and spitting. For this purpose ten 
volunteers were selected and ten bed pa- 
tients who had recently come down with 
severe attacks of influenza. Each of the vol- 
unteers leaned over the bed of each of the 
ten sick men, conversed with them for a few 
minutes and allowed the patient to cough 
directly in his face, so that there should be 
no doubt of a transmission of diseased tis- 
‘ue. Each volunteer was thus exposed to ten 
different cases of influenza and was in close 
proximity with them for not less than three- 
quarters of an hour. Yet not oné of these 
volunteers developed any symptoms of in- 
fluenza. 

“The experiments in San Francisco, which 

were carried out under the direction of Sur- 
geon G. W. McCoy of the public health 
service and Lieut. De Mayne Richey of the 
United States Navy at the Angel Island 
quarantine station, were very similar in 
method and in result . 
n this experiment there was no direct 
exposure to patients, but the additional 
methods of infection were tried of injecting 
the blood of an influenza patient into that of 
a volunteer and of introducing the pure cul- 
tures of influenza bacilli into a volunteer's 
eye. Not one of these men developed in- 
fluenza.” 

There is nothing new or surprising about 
this, except to those who ignore the plain 
facts about the care of the body. A few 
months ago I described how the late 
Thomas Powell, M.D, of Los Angeles, 
under strict medical supervision, sub- 
mitted to yet more radical tests, with 
germs of the most deadly diseases, 
cluding cholera, typhus and smallpox. Also, 
how Dr. M. J. Rodermind, formerly of Mil- 
waukee, experimented upon himself and 
others with smallpox virus and with like 
results. Hundreds of others have made 
similar tests, and always the outcome has 
been the same. 

Will the medicine men learn from this, and 
change their methods? Not on your life.” 
Because this and similar exclusive tests 
knock the whole under-pinning from the 
elaborate fabric of modern medical science, 
so-called. Such tests ostablish the folly and 
futility of the germ superstition—of inocula- 
tions, quarantines, masks and all that sort 
of thing. They show that hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars have been wasted and are 
being wasted in “medical research,” with 
incidental useless torture of animals. 

Mr. Haskin wound up his letter with the 
statement that “the results of this experi- 
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the fact that disease ts from within, not 
from without—from the breaking of nature“ 
laws—and furthermore that what we Call 
disease is an effort of nature to expel mor 
bid matter from the system, and that it is 
the suppression of this effort, by drugs, 
serums, operations, or food that is a poison 
in a sick stomach that kills, not the disease. 


Germs are beneficent scavengers. They 
never appear until conditions have been pre- 
pared for them. As Henry Lindlahr, M. D. 
has truthfully written: “If all germs could 
suddenly be wiped out of existence the con- 
ditions which make them necessary would 
create them anew.”

He had headed a natural his- 
tory expedition under auspices of the Smith- 
soll ian Institution, which had spent a year in 
Africa, and his programme called for several 
months stay in Europe before returning 
home. Europe knew he was coming and was

He had left the 
White House in March of the year before 
after seven years as President.

Walter Wellman, who was with the Roose- 
velt party in Europe, wrote for the Review 
l Reviews: “Certainly no such honors 
pere ever paid a citizen of the United States 
ling abroad. Gen. Grant, on his memo- 
radle tour of the world, with a high military 
I and civic prestige behind him, was every- 
where greeted with cordiality by official per- 
sonages. Not only do those high in official 
places vie with one another in honoring 
Roosevelt, but the masses of the people are 
alive to his personality and fame and delight 

to give the homage-of their acclaim.” 


Over There They 
Aim, Teddy. 


HE reception given the America: travel 

er by the masses of the people every- 
where was especially notable—and they 
called him “Teddy” just as in his own land. 
The colonel “sure did“ have a good time. 
Kings and emperors gave him dinners, mu- 
nicipalities raised triumphal arches for him. 
school children welcomed him with flowers. 
cities voted him their keys, franchises and 
unlimited freedom. 


} Col. Roosevelt delivered set addresses at 
* the Sorbonne, Paris, the University of Chris- 
tiania, the University of Berlin, Oxford Uni- 
versity and in London, and spoke also at 
, banquets, schools and so on. In Paris his 
' subject was “Citizenship in a Republic:“ in 
Christiania he spoke on peace among the 
nations,and in Berlin on “The World Move- 
ment.” In Guildhall, London, he shocked all 
England with a speech in which he handed 
it out cold that England should either gov- 
ern Egypt or get out. 3 
That was the last, not the first, shock of 
considerable intensity delivered by the col- 
onel after his emergence from the wilderness 
of Africa. In Cairo, addressing university 
students, he had preached the duty of the 
natives to be loyal to their government, thus 
causing resentment in the breasts of follow- 
ers of the movement to get out from British 
domination: 

Then there was the Vatican incident. The 
colonel had sent word in advance of the 
date for his arrival In Rome that he would 
like to meet the Pope. Vice-President Fair- 
banks had been in Rome not so very long 
before that time and had messed things up 
considerably by consenting to address the 
Methodist organization there while, at the 
same time, expecting an audience at the 
Vatican. He did not see the Pope, or the 
Pope did not see him—it goes either way. 


Could Not be Recog- 
nized by Vatican. 


T WAS explained by Vatican authorities 

that the Methodists alone of the Protest- 
ant organizations in Rome were conducting a 
campaign directly antagonistic to the Roman 
Catholic church and that, in view of the 
situation, the Pope could not receive a per- 
son who recognized the offending organiza- 
tion. 
So after Col. Roosevelt's message of a 
desire to call on the pontiff had been re- 
ceived, a reply was sent him setting forth 
that a visit from him would be most wel- 
come—but, etc. The “but” was a gentle in- 
timation that the Vatican hoped he would 
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The colonel refused to be bound by a con- 
dition and so advised the Pope, taking the 
position that it was not compatible with his 
position as a former President of the United 
States and, in a way, a representative of its 


people, for him to acquiesce in a stipulation 


restricting his conduct. The Pope receded 
not, the colonel receded not; and the audi- 
ence did not take place. 
Friends of the colonel gave it out later 
that the incident, which became the talk of 
two continents, was the result of blundering 
diplomacy—that, as a matter of fact, the 
colonel, in full know'edge of the Fairbanks 
imbroglio and of the situation in Rome, had 
had no intention of doing anything like re- 
peating the action of his former political as- 
sociate. They gathered that if he had been 
left alone, without conditions, he would not 
have embarrassed the Pope, and everything 
would have been lovely. . 
Well, well, that was nearly a decade ago! 


Emphasizing the Obvious 
Was a Criticism. 


NYHOW, the correspondents learned to 
expect “something doing” wherever the 
colonel went. Press comment in European 
papers, almost uniformly friendly and appre- 
elattve, not infrequently touched him up for 
preaching, for a tendency to “emphasize the 
obvious.” For instance, “Rire,” Paris, under 
a facetious cartoon picturing him speaking 
in the Sorbonne, ran this alleged report of 
the address: | 
“Educated folk know more than igno- 
ramuses; peace is less bloody than war; 
rich men are not poor; race suicide is one 
of the causes of decline in population, etc.” 
London “Punch” cartoonéd him as “in 
structing the crowned heads of Europe.” 


‘Yet, with all allowances for the Roosevelt 
aggressiveness and missionary spirit, he won 
the heart of Europeans generally. Such com- 
ment as this on his visit to England was 
typical: “Apart from the Egyptian business, 
Mr. Roosevelt left none but pleasant memo- 
ries behind him. He came among the Eng; 


lish with a renown greater than that of any 


other American they had seen, Gen. Grant 
excepted. He left them with his renown un- 
diminished.” 

President Wilson is making his precedent- 
establishing European trip at 62 years of 
age. There is nothing in the nature of a 
joy jaunt in his programme. All functions 
not necessarily of an official nature are be- 
ing avoided and pleasure excursions are 
being vetoed. The President has a mission.

But this same friar became Pope 
in 1585 under the title of Sixtus V. More 
strange still was the fact that Nostradamus 
thus alludes to the same high itary: “Tt 
is well known that Sixtus V. was born in a 
poverty stricken village in the Marches of 
Ancona, of very poor parents, and that he 
was a swineherd before he entered Holy 
Orders.

We have little or no frost in winter and in 
summer we are not much bothered with heat 
or troublesome numbers of insects. In new 


suburban and residential communities we 
are bethered by dusty streets in summer and 
Dy brows: unattractive vacant lots that are 
not separated from our grass lawns. A grass 
lawn alongside of a dried up vacant lot is a 
bad combination. The summer desert 18 
brought into the town and makes the lawn 
appear to be artificial and precarious. Also 
too many and too wide streets are a mistake 
in such a climate as ours. They cost too 
much to pave, they increase speculation be- 


cause any street may become a thorough- 


fare and they are not cosy and sociable. 


Our new residential setilements £0 
through a prolonged awkward age until they 
are built up solid. This is an evil that is 
not necessary. In such a climate as ours in 
starting a new settlement our first thought 
should be to shut out the desert from the be- 
ginning. The center of the new town hav- 
ing been chosen, a narrow paved highway 
might be run to it from the nearest town, 
not laid out in a straight line regardiess of 
contours, cutting through hills and leaving 
ugly raw banks, but following these contours 
im natural curves. From this center the new 
town should be built out solid with no vacant 
lots allowed between houses and with no 


more streets than can be paved and built up 


at once, these streets being narrow and 
curved to suit the landscape. From the be- 
ginning every foot of land in the community 
should be covered with buildings, grass or 
cement. The unearned increment that is 
the motive in starting these new settlements 
ia not the best motivé for the public welfare. 
This selfish privat® gain is responsible for a 
great deal of ugliness in California that is 
not inevitable. 


Keeping the Desert 


of Town. 


UTSIDE of the solidly built-up tewn the 
surface of the land should be left alone 
as nature made it except that the raw spots 
should be patched up with stone or planted

town when it is brought into it in vacant 
and too wide and long streets, will in-

For months in sum- 
mer we can sleep and eat out of doors and 
we can even bathe out of doors. A concrete 
swimming pool large enough to take a couple 
of strokes across it takes up little room and. 
it serves as a clew to the life of the home. 
The children, mother and father can knock 
about all day in bathing suits. This informal 
and intimate family life is impossible in a 
community without separate boundaries be- 
tween the lots of land. ‘ 


In this magazine for the 16th of June, a 
bungalow was described that is used in the 
southwest of France in a climate like ours 
except for more fain in summer. This 
Arcachon bungalow is a house that is well 
suited to the inclosed lot of land because it 
is very narrow, its rear wall may be on a 
boundary line, it is cheap, and it can be run 
round half or more of the boundary in place 
of a wall, giving an inclosed patio. The life 
in such a house is inward towards the patio. 
Each room has a tall gfazed door letting out 
into the patio. The rooms are small in floor 
plan but not stuffy because an effect of 
spaciousness is obtained by high ceilings, 
which also give dignity and style to the 
type. A room with a twelve-foot ceiling has 
a half more volume than one with an eight- 
foot. The extra four treet taxes up bad air 
and prevents the stuffy mean effect that has 
caused us to take down our partition walls 
and throw nearly all our interior in a small 
bungalow into one large living space. In 
such a house, surrounded by an open lawn 
with no fences there is little privacy inside 
or out. A low ceiling is useful in a peasant's 
cottage in a cold climate. It is not the 
right style for a warm climate in a land with 
the traditions of the gentle Spanish. There 
is no simpler way to get distinction and aris- 
tocratic elegance in a house than by means 
of high ceilings and French doors.

HE lot of land, inclosed in part by the 
outer wall of the bungalow; in part by 
A seven-foot wall built of the same hollow 
tile as the house walls, offers a most inter- 
esting chance to develop a new type of home 
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in California. The whole inclosure becomes 
a living quarters, partly under a roof, partly 
without it. The roofless part sets the tone 
for the whole. The airbath sanatorium treat- 
ment is one. The Rocky Mountain Camp is 
another, with tent, fireplace, dining table un- 
der a tree, and other primitive housekeeping 
arrangements. Another is the zoological 
garden treatment for the happy association 
of children with the more likeable of the 
domestic animals, such as ducks, pigeons, 
rabbits and dogs, with a goat or two and a 
burro. These three illustrate the possibilities 
of the California patio house, in a climate 
where a roof over our heads is superfluous 
for months at a time in summer. There are 
other tones that can be given to the roofless 
part. The formal city garden is appropriate 
and attractive. The French intensive vege- 
table garden is another. The Spanish mon- 
astery is not quite suited to our even mild 
temperatures. We do not need either thick 
cloister walls or an arcade to keep cool. This 
patio is for another purpose, not to shut out 
the heat of summer but the dryness. Every 
bit of ground in sight is kept fresh and 
green with the hose, and this gives to the 
inside of the walls the charm of contrast 
that we feel in a snug dry bed when the rain 
beats on the roof overhead. 


The airbath patio is one that would appeal 
to Californians for its informal healthful life. 
The concrete pool can be very small. It can 
be filled with salt water by putting in a few 
bags of rock salt. This gives to the water 
electric conductivity and the water can be 
kept pure forever by generating hypochlo- 
rites with the electric current, or bleaching 
powder may be added. The airbath has not 
come to its own in America. The theory of 
an airbath is that 
it replaces a water 
bath as a safer 
means of stimula- 
tion through the 
radiation of the 
heat of the body, 
without the shock 
that is bad for the 
weak or for old

tractive. A glassed-in roof in a sunny cor- 
ner can be used as a dining-room.

Carden Wall Part 
of House Roof. 

HE less sharp line to be drawn between 


the roofed and roofless parts of the in- 


closed land in a mild, dry, even climate is 
expressed by the use of the same wall for 
both. The garden wall is the continuation 
cf the outer wall of the house, made of the 
same materials and capable of being built 
up into a house wall when an addition to the 
house is made. A floor and a roof can be 
added without sides and ends, for an outdoor 
laundry or garage or playground in wet 
weather. The hollow tile wall costs about 20 
cents a tile, one foot square. A half acre 
220x100 feet will cost about $800 to $1000 for 
a wall inclosing 60 per cent. of the 640 feet 
of boundary. This is money spent for a use- 
ful purpose; to shut out the desert and to 
get privacy. It would cost much more to 
run a Spanish cloister arcade down the 
sides. It is a handsome style if one can at- 

ford it and it has the sanction of our Spanish 

origin, but it is not essential. The associa- 

tion of patio and arcade is like that of 

oysters and champagne by the Germans. It 

costs too much. The British will open you 

a dozen oysters without the wine. We need 

a modified Spanish colonial architecture, 

modified first to suit our climate, secondly to 

suit our life. We do not keep a family monk 

to pace up and down that arcade. We want 

our architects to give us the oysters without 

the champagne. 


The French bungalow of Southwestern 
France is a Spanish type of house that 
spends all its cost for essentials. I have 
examined one of these houses put up in the 
sandy forest for poor people, that ready to 
move into had only a sink with an outflow 
pipe into the sands and a couple of boards

Community air- 
baths are in use 
on the continent 
of Europe. You 
may see in such a 
bath two youths 
come running 
down a cinder 
path in a forest to 
the edge of a hig 
sand bank where 
they grapple and 
roll like a hoop to 
the bottom. At 
the bottom they 
run to a pool, dive 
in, swim ~ across 
and out and on to 
the next pool. 
Others exercise 
with gymnastic 
apparatus.

amount of radiation. A very small pool 
serves many bathers. Lunch rcoms serve 
plain wholesome food. Such a life is 
good for children in California. Ducks, 
dogs, rabbits and children would have 
jolly times together, with the father at his 
garden and the mother laying the table for 
the dinner out of doors. This is a more 


sensible way to use land than to keep it like 
a park for the enjoyment of the passers-by 
and the neighbors. There is no need in our 
climate to draw the line sharply between 
the family life under a roof and without a

Secretary Lane, in his zealous advocacy 
of a generous national land policy toward 
the men of the army, has reopened the 
whole ‘question of the reclamation of poten- 
tially productive desert and swamp lands 
in the United States. Tens of. millions of 
acres of waste ground still challenge the en- 
gineering genius and enterprise of the coun- 
try, notwithstanding the fact that the Fed- 

and State governments, together with 
vate corporations, have been gradually 
bringing such lands under cultivation for a 
generation. Uncle Sam himself has er- 
pended approximately $115,000,000 in the 


work of desert reclamation in the last At- 
teen years, with the result that around 
1,500,000 acres of land that was formerly 
worthless has been brought under frrigation. 
The process of redeeming the country’s 
parched and submerged areas has been a 
slow one and, in the ordinary course of 
events, would probably continue to be a 
gradual development. The land-forsoldiers 
movement has brought it to the front, how- 
ever, and the conviction is growing that the 
time has come to attack the thing in dead 
earnest and on a gigantic and comprehen- 
sive scale. 

Unless the reclamation undertaking is 
attacked in this way, Mr. Lane very con- 
Vincingly argues, the talk about providing 
lands for soldiers had better be dropped, 
and he adds, quite pertinently, that the 
$100,000,000 provided for in the recent bill 
for the purpose will not go very far. If the 
United States were to contribute in propor- 
tion as Australia has contributed for her re- 
tarning soldiers, Congress would have to au- 
thorize an appropriation of around $4,000,- 
000,000, he points out. The whole plan, he 
declares, involves only the moving forward 
of projects that would sooner or later. be 
coming to the front anyhow and which are 
both feasible and economically sound from a 
thoroughly practical point of view.

A detailed survey of the agricultural situ- 
ation shows the impossibility of forecasting 
the conditions that will obtain when the 1919 
crops are matured, but it is pointed out that 
the markets of the world are opening up for 
American products and that a considerable 
demand from European countries for food- 
stuffs is almost assured for a year or more. 

The signing of the armistice, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture points out, found the 
United States with fairly large stocks of 
foods but with smaller than usual stocks of 
feeds. In response to increased needs for 
food, many farmers plowed up permanent 
pastures and other grass lands needed for 
live stock and planted them to grain crops 
‘while others broke their rotation systems 
and planted the same land to grain several 
years in succession, thus reducing the fer- 


WOULD INCREASE STOCK. 


Now that farming is to be restored to a 
‘peace time basis, the Department of Agricul- 
ture thinks that many of the lands suitable 
‘for meadow or pasture should be reseeded 
to grass, that regular and satisfactory rota- 
tions of crops should be established, and 
that live stock should find a place on a 
larger number of farms. These readjust- 
ments appear to be necessary in order to 
meet the still urgent demand for meats and 
fats, as well as to restore sound farm prac- 
tice. 

A wise livestock programme, the depart- 
ment concludes after reviewing all condi- 
tions, will involve maintaining the number 
of horses and mules without material in- 


crease, the normal increase in the number 
of dairy cows and dairy products, a normal 
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ee in — number of beef cattle, a con- 
Sservative policy with respect to inc 

the number of swine until the 9 , 
age and high price of feeds is overcome, an 
increase in sheep consistent with facilities. 
for feeding and pasturage and the farmer's 
skill in handling them, and an increase in 
farm flocks of poultry where a minimum of 
purchased feed is required. . 

PLANTING PROGRAMME. 

The indicated plant programme is not 
quite so definite. The proper policy as to 
wheat depends upon a complicated set of 
conditions, but it seems certain that the 
farmers of the United States will be justi- 
fled in maintaining their acreages of corn, 
oats and barley, large productions of which 
are necessary to maintain normal live-stock 
production. 

It appears desirable to increase the produc- 
tion of hay by about 25 per cent. The cot- 
ton situation depends largely upon the 
ability of the European countries to buy in 
average pre-war quantities, but the practice 
recommended is for the individual farmer to 
adjust his cotton acreage so as to have suf- 
ficient land available to produce enough 
food and feec for his family and live stock. 
An average acreage of potatoes is justified. 
Peanut production, abnormally stimulated by 
the demand for oil during the war, should te 
readjusted as a part of the crop economy 
in the territory to which it is adapted. The 
department urges those who intend to main- 
tain home gardens to plan to meet the neede 
of the family rather than to produce crops 
for market. 

The general food situation will be affected 
by new factors introduced by the signing of 
the armistice. Attention is called to the fact 
that, while many millions of people have 
been added to those that must be aided by 
the Allies, the demobilization of armies will 
permit men to return to the farms and that 
an attempt to increase food production in 
all the affected European countries may be 
expected this year. While normal pre-war 
production may not be expected in many 
areas, it is evident that under favorable con- 
ditions a material increase over the past 
year will be secured in Europe as a whole. 
In the light of these conditions, the cereal 
requirements for 1919 are reviewed. 

WHAT EUROPE WILL NEED. 

Total import wheat requirements for Eu- 
rope, including and Austria, appear 
likely to exceed 728,000,000 bushels. The es- 
timated surplus stocks from Canada, Argen- 
tina, and Australia total 495,000,000 bushels. 
From the 1918 crop, the United States will 
probably have a surplus of 277,000,000 
bushels for export and carry-over. If the to- 
tal surpluses of other countries are ex- 
hausted—and Russia, which before the war 
produced an exportable surplus of 162,000,000 
bushels, is not relied upon for anything this 
year—the United States would be called up- 
on to export 233,000,000 bushels and would 
have a carry-over into next year of 44,000,000 
bushels. This carry-over, however, is likely 
to be reduced by increased consumption in 
the United States and Europe following sev- 
eral years of short rations. The 1919 wheat 
crop in the United States is expected to give 
an exportable surplus of from 350,000,000 to 
400,000,000 bushels. In both 1919 and 1920, 
the question of price and the ability of Euro- 
pean countries to finance purchases are 
pointed out as the deasive limiting factors. 


European countries will need to import, 
both this year and next, about 65,000,000 
bushels of rye, 179,000,000 bushels of barley, 
118,000,000 bushels of oats and 255,000,000 
bushels of corn. The United States can sup- 
ply from its 1918 crop all the oats required 
and will have still a surplus of 166,000,000 
bushels, but will lack 8,000,000 bushels of 
rye, 59,000,000 bushels of barley and 402,000,- 
000 bushels of corn for domestic consump- 
tion and net requirements for Europe, which 
can not be supplied elsewhere. 

It appears that the world may have a sur- 
plus of rice amounting to about 15,428,000,000 
pounds. The Department of Agriculture, | 
however, is not certaih of the accuracy of 
the rice figure furnished it. 

For the five years preceding the war, the 
average cotton requirements of the Buro- 
pean Allies, Japan, Germany and Austria 
Hungary, were 13,010,000 500-pound bales. 
Total surplus of all cotton producing coun- 
ries appear to be about 8,280,000 bales. This 
leaves an apparent deficit of 4,730,000 bales. 
This is not to be accepted, however, as an 
absolute deficit, because there is no means 
of knowing whether or not European re-

I have found that the most practical way 
to beat the Hum Cost ot Living is to 
grow. most of our foodstuff in my Own 
yard. The. average householder, or even 
renter, has almost as good a chance as most 
farmers to raise enough vegetables, chickens 
‘and rabbits to feed his own family. Usually 
his facilities, such as water supply, equip- 
ment and the like, are more convenient. 

Chickens and rabbits should always be 
raised where there is a garden, because 
with the addition of the table scraps, the 
green refuse from the garden will go a long 
way toward feeding them. They will do 


much towards solving the meat problem in 


the average family. 


Rabbits are decidedly worth while, as I 
know by experience. The meat is as good 
as chicken, they mature sooner and increase 
rapidly. Good stock is always the cheapest 
in the end. Get good stock and stick to it. 
Don’t experiment and mix the breeds; leave 
.that to the fanciers. They have more ex- 
perience in such things. 

I have studied gardening in all parts of 
the world, and especially the intensive 
methods employed in Japan. There they 
have a systematic rotation of crops that 
keeps them always supplied with fresh 
vegetables. I have seen many a Japanese 
raise enough vegetables and chickens on 
60 by 100 feet of soil to feed his family. -

what I could do toward putting myself on 
a selfeupporting basis. I had in all 50 by 120 
feet, including the space occupied by the 
house. To be self-supporting I must man- 
age to have the entire plot in almost con- 
tinual production. 

The conditions under which 1 worked 
were quite like those prevailing in Southern 
California, excepting that a wider variety 
of vegetables may be grown more easily 
and successfully here. I planted more 
onions than cabbage, beets or turnips be- 
cause they are usually easy to market and 
I always count on having some vegetables 
to sell, 

Be careful to grow radishes, lettuce and 
all such crops quickly. I have found that 
they are not 80 crisp when slow grown. In 
summer fertilizers and cultivation count 
heavily. In the cool months a hotbed where 
you can regulate the heat and where they 
are subject to no sudden change of tempera- 
ture is a useful equipment and one with 
which Southern should 
better acquainted. 

STUDY THE SOIL. 

Study your soil and its requirements; cul- 
tivate thoroughly, but be careful not to jerk 
and injure the delicate roots. Be more 
afraid ot using too little fertilizer than too 
much. Fertilizer, even when expensive, 
will pay in an intelligently and zealously 
tended garden. Water regularly, and evenly. 
You should raise as many varieties of vege- 
tables as possible; it will add interest to 
your garden. All vegetables are good when 
properly cooked. 

Buy the best seeds from old reliable firms. 
It will pay to get your tomatoes and such 
things started early by the use of hotbeds 
In this way they will not get the setbacks 


when otherwise they might just be starting. 
The extra price for the first on the market 
will more than repay you if you find your- 
self with early vegetables to sell. 

I planned and planted strictly according 
to Japanese custom on my Texas garden, 
setting to naught many rules as to spacing 
and so on usually adhered to in American 
gardening. I planted everything thick, with 
radishes and lettuce between the rows of 
the slow growing vegetables. They ma- 
ture quickly, that is before the other plants 
need the space, anil if there are any bugs 
they will get to them first and let the other 
stuff alone. ; 

CHASED THE BUGS. 


In August and September, when the usual 
summer crops are harvested, my soil was 
spaded, fertilizer mixed, and an entire new 
crop of early maturing winter vegetables 
planted. I find the old standard varieties 
of both seeds and stock best. I cultivated 
closely, burned every unhealthy plant or 
bug I saw and always a new row was 
planned before the old one was out. 

Working according to these ideas, I suc- 
ceeded in raising all the chickens, rabbits 
and garden stuff my family could use and 
besides cleared a neat sum in less than a 
year 


Every family, I believe, should continue 
so lately taught us by necessity, and there 


is no better way to practice thrift than in 
the raising of a garden. é 


FIRST SIX WEEKS 
CRITICAL PERIOD. 


In California, February is usually a busy 
month for the commercial hatcheries, be- 
cause it denotes the advent of another plant- 


ing season. It also affords an opportunity 
to get the youngsters “on their feet” before 
the long hot and dry summer weather sets 
in. Every experienced poultryman knows 
that the danger point in the lives of chicks 
is before they have reached six weeks of age. 
Constant attention and good care are neces- 
sary to bring them through this period with 
the lowest possible losses. If the weather is 
hot during this time, they do not do so well 
and are much liable to overheating 
with consequent bowel trouble. After they 
have passed this age there is relatively little 
loss in the flock and the great majority of 
the chicks can be counted on by the poultry- 
man as his. It is extremely important. there- 
fore, that the hatchink de begun and be com- 
pleted at such a time that the chicks will 
have passed the danger point before the hot 
weather catches them if the greatest pos- 
sible number of the chicks hatched are to 
be raised and grown into strong, vigorous 
fowls. The time to hatch and the time at 
which all hatching should be completed will 
of course vary according to the locality and 
the climate, but it is essential that the chicks 
be early rather than late hatched.

PREVENT DISEASES 
IN THE FLOCK. 


No one wants ailing birds, and hence 
every precaution should be used to prevent 
disease in the filock. An appreciation of 
sanitary conditions and wholesome feeding 
will do much to keep poultry in robust 
health; nevertheless with the best of care 
trouble will now and then appear. When 
symptoms of disease becume evident it is 
always best to isolate the ailing ones from 
the healthy, and by extra attention prevent 
more serious trouble. As precautionary 
measures, the following simple remedies 
are gleaned from a late bulletin of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, which should be 
— for handy reference in case trouble 
arises: 

Colds and Roup.—Disinfect the drinking 
water as follows: To each gallon of water 
add the quantity of potassium permanga- 

0. 

Canker.—Sprinkle a little flowers of sul- 
phur in the mouth and throat of the bird 
and put some chlorate of potash in the 
water. Also carefully .remove the exudate 
with the aid of warm water and paint with 
lodine or apply a good disinfectant to the 
diseased tissue. 

Chicken Pox.—Apply a touch of ſodine to 
each sore and then cover with carbolated 
vaseline. If the diseased parts are kept 
well covered with the vaseline it will usual- 
ly effect a cure. 

Gapes.— New ground and vigorous culti- 
vation will often remedy this trouble. A 
liberal sprinkling of lime around the coops 
and runs is quite often an effective remedy. 

Scaly Legs.—Apply vaseline containing 
a disinfectant to the affected parts, and 
after twenty-four hours soak in warm soapy 
water. Repeat treatment until cured. 

_Diarrhoea in Hens. Lowgrade wheat 
flour or middlings are good for this trouble. 
Also give each fowl a teaspoonful of castor 
— containing five drops of oll of turpen- 

e 


Bowel Trouble in Chicks.—Well-boiled 
rice mixed with a little charcoal will often 
check this complaint. Dissolve fifteen 
grains of crude catechu in each gallon of 
drinking water. | 


_ CREDITS AND SALES. 

It is the usual custom among breeders to 
insist on a 25 per cent. advance payment on 
orders for stock and day-old-chicks, and the 
remainder of the purchase money on date 
of shipment. To this rulé there are some 
modifications, the more common practice be- 
ing to send the order C.0.D., with privilege 
of inspection. It is the only safe way 
transacting the business, and is alike fair to 
buyer and seller. We learned of a case not 
long since where a reputable Los Angeles 
breeder filled an order for five birds without 
any advance payment. In due course the 
birds arrived at destination and were not 
only taken from the express office, but en- 
} tered at a local show as the receiver's birds. 
Failing to win first honors (they won second 
and third) the customer refused to pay the 
price, and threatened to send the birds back 
at the seller’s expense. This is but one of 


many chances that no breeder can afford to 2. ready 


take. It is not business. The only safe way 
is an advance payment, and the remainder 
when birds are sent, or else a C.0.D. ship- 

Verily, a bird in the hand is worth 
two in the bush—and then some. 


HOW DIVIDE "EM? 

Among experienced breeders the num- 
ber of females to a male is largely a matter 
of purpose and individual opinion. If breed- 
ing along blood lines or special matings, the 
male may be transferred from one yard to 
another, or be placed with an individual hen 
at stated intervals. But for general pur- 
pose, the usual practice is to place from six 
to ten hens of the Asiatic class with a single 
male; for the American breeds from eight to 
twelve; and for the Mediterraneans, from 
ten to fifteen. These numbers are not arbi- 
‘trary. Otten a lively and pugnacious cock 
bird will give good fertility if placed with a 
larger number, but usually results 


are obtained with fewer females. The ele- 
ment of success is with the attention the 
male bird gives his mates—those that fret 
the hens, had better be removed.

FARM CENTER MEETS.

He stated that a 
spray of lime-sulphur applied at the time the 
buds are swelling in the spring will go a 
long way toward controlling blister mite, 
which is common in this section, as well as 
thrips and pear scab. He advised careful 


praying with lead arsenate for control of 


the codlin moth, the first spraying to be 
done at the time the petals are falling and 
another some three weeks later. Three to 
four pounds of lead arsenate in the paste 
form to 100 gallons of water, or one to two 
of the powder, were advised and dry forms 
of lime sulphur were said to be only half the 
strength of the liquid preparation. Farm Ad- 
viser Gordon also made a short talk on the 
subject of Farm Accounting and Book-keep- 
ing.

METHODS CRITICISED. 
EAST HIGHLANDS.—The orange growers 
of this section are many of them profiting 
through the advice of Prof. Vaile, formerly 
‘of the citrus experiment station at River 
side, now in Persia with a relief commission, 
who some months ago sounded a warning 
again over-cultivation in citrus groves. He 
stated that the soil in most groves was get- 
ting too much cultivation and the growers 
who have followed his advice belleve now 
that he found one of the principal causes of 
poor crops. He advised a wider use of 
cover crops, which not only supply food to 
the soil but keep it loose; and where this has 
been done the results are now very apparent. 
The professor also said that the present 
system of irrigation is not what it should be, 
but he was unable to offer a system which 
he believed would be better.

POULTRYMEN ELATED. | 


TULARE.—Orders placed by poultrymen 
here, largely members of the Tulare Co- 
operative Poultry Association, indicate that 
three breeds will have the call— White Les 
horns, Barred Rocks and Rhode Island Reds.

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EXPERT SAYS CALIFORNIA BEST 
PLACE IN AMERICA FOR HOGS. 


C. MOORE, Indianapolis,

ern California, is eager to Gonvines hot 
_ growers of a fact they already suspect—that 


thie is the best place in America to raise 
swine. He makes a strong plea for better 
treatment for all of hogdom, contending that 
the hog hag loftier living ideals and a 
greater appreciation of clean quarters than 
most animals. 

“Hogs have a right to as decent quarters 
as any live stock,” Mr. Moore emphasizes. 
“Extra care in the treatment of them brings 
extra dividends. 

“I believe that the 1919 crop of hogs will 
be short. Hogs are being shipped from the 
farms to market in great numbers to take 
advantage of the present price, and not 
enough sows are being kept for breeding. 
An epidemic of hemorrhagic septicemia has 
broken out in the Middle West. Here you 
have very few hog diseases, and can raise 
feed as cheaply and house swine cheaper 
than can farmers of the corn belt. 

“More self-feeders should be used here. 
Hogs eat ‘thrown’ feed too fast. Self feed- 
ers makes more pork per pound of hogs. 
Some farmers here, too, are making the mis- 
take of feeding large and small swine to- 
gether. 1 would like to see all California 
hog men thoroughly finish their animals be- 
fore marketing them.” 

Mr. Moore states that vaccination for hog 
cholera was more general in the United 
States during 1918 than in any other year, 
and that there was less cholera as a result. 
Government supervision of the making of 
cholera serum would help greatly in keep- 
ing down the disease, he says, adding that

The hog is 
then held for ten days, the temperature is 
taken daily, and if it is normal the animal 


is bléd once from the end of the tail. At the 


end of seven days another bleeding with a 


canula knife from the throat finishes this 


part of the process. Both bleedings are held 
until the hog is “posted”—that is, an ante- 
mortem examination of the organs is held. 
If any disease shows, the serum is dis- 
carded. If not, the febrine is taken out of 
the blood and is then ready for testing. 

Both the serum and virus is then tested 
on seven light pigs, susceptible to cholera. 
All seven receive two “C.C.’s,” or thirty-two 
drops of the virus under test and five of the 
Pigs receive twenty “C.C.’s” of the serum 
under test. The two receiving virus alone 
must develop hog cholera and the five get- 
ting serum in addition must remain well. 
Then. a complete bacteriological examination 
is made of the serum in addition to a gov- 
ernment test.

They must be near 
water also, for they need an abundance and 
must not be compelled to waste time by 
carrying it too far. 
THE FEEDING QUESTION. 
The busy days of a beekeeper begin in 
March and extend well into July and some- 
times a month or six weeks later. It de- 
pends upon the location. If the rains do 
not come early, so that the wild flowers are 
peeping out by the first of February it is 
necessary to feed the little workers with 
sugar syrup. They have their own ideas as 
to what is a dainty syrup, too, for they abso- 
lutely refuse to touch one made with brown 
sugar. The syrup keeps them in good con- 
dition so that when the fragrant orange 
blossoms and other honey-producing plants 
appear, they begin immediately to fill their 
store houses with the delicious necter. Other- 
wise they would spend valuable time re- 
covering from their state of semi-starvation. 
A good beekeeper doesn't rob his bees late 
in the summer. Summer bloom produces a 
dark, strongly colored honey that many 
people do not like, and it is better policy to

The proper handling of animals has an 
important bearing upon maintaining their 
health and resistance to diseases. Good 
equipment and high-grade stock Are not 
enough. The animals should be handled by 
an attendant who has certain natural quall- 
fications for his work. He should by all 
means fave an inherent fondness for live 
stock possess intelligence, good judg- 
ment and even temper. * 

Every State agricultural college maintains 
a corps of specialists who are willing and 
qualified to help stockmen promote the 
health of their live stock. 
experts are also ready to give valuable ad- 
vice. The United States Department of Agri 
culture is constantly giving out important 
information in the form of bulletins, which 
are available on request, and in every State 
has representatives employed in combating 
animal diseases or some other important ac- 
tivity connected with agriculture or stock 
raising. The State veterinarian is also ready 
to give advice and assistance in the diagnosis 
and control of outbreaks of disease, and 
in nearly every community there is a veteri- 
narian who should be called on when needed. 
All these agencies exist for the purpose of 
rendering assistance to the live stock owner.

mon among all classes of live stock. Losses 
from such accidents as horn wounds, bruises, 


wire cuts, harfiess sores, and broken legs, 


in most instances, are properly chargeable 
to neglect or carelessness. 

The selection of breeds adapted to the cii- 
mate and local conditions under which they 
must exist, as well as the selection for the 
foundation stock, is important in maintaining 
health. Heavy beef and dairy types are bet- 
ter suited to withstand the trying conditions 
of cold climates, while the lighter, less fleshy 
breeds thrive better in warmer localities. 
Mountain types are better adapted for hilly 
grazing lands, close-wooled sheep for cold 
regions, and the open-fleeced breeds for 
warmer climates. 

As soon as animals are suspected of being 
affected with disease, especially if it is 
thought to be a communicable disease, they 
should be separated from healthy animals 
and be held in quarantine until this condi- 
tion has been determined and remedied.

“Blackleaf forty” will accomplish the same 
results but must be used several times in 
succession. 

THOROUGHNESS COUNTS. 

There is no factor in disease or pest 
control by spraying of more importance than 
thoroughness. Merely standing on one 
side of the tree and directing the nozzle at 
the tree will not accomplish good results. 
Neither can one afford to depend on the 
wind carrying the spray through the tree. 
The only way to do good work is to walk en- 
tirely around each tree directing the spray 
from every direction. Many forms of 
spray nozzles are in use, but one of the 
most effective js a nozzle attached at an 
angle of 45 degrees enabling one to direct 
the spray not only from below and from 
the side, but also from above as well.

Fear that the dreaded pink bollw 42 
cotton pest, will get into the fields Im- 
perial and Palo Verde valleys is allayed by 
a report from the Federal Horticultural 
Board to the effect that the areas in Texas 
affected have been effectually quarantined, 
and that a system of car fumigation now 
bars the pest at the southern border, 
Car inspection, cleaning and fumigation is 
now carried on at N Paso, Del Rio, Browns- 
ville and Eagle Pass, all in Texas, Freight 
is transferred to clean cars at the border, 
where cotton refuse is found imbedded in 
the cracks. Other cars are disinfected with 
hydrocyanic acid gas. Congress has appro 
priated an additional $500,000 to continue 
the fight on the cotton pest. It is predicted 
by Federal officials that the eradication of 
the pink bollworm is a matter of but a few 
years.

CARE OF BREEDING COWS. 

The breeding cows, especially those bred 
to drop calves in the spring, should receive 
enough food to keep them in good physical 
condition. Silage and alfalfa should be used 
for the cows and calves, and the coarse, 
cheap roughages utilized for dry cows, stock- 
ers and feeders. The breeding cow should 
also have a small in ration. Unless al- 
falfa hay is available, one to two pounds of 
cottonseed meal may be used to good advan- 
tage. 


GOOD COW WORTH FEEDING, 

It pays at all times to feed some grain 
or silage to high producing milch cows to 
help out the pastures, since they cannot 
gather sufficient feed in the form of grass. 
The amount of grain to be fed depends upon 
how much milk a cow gives, and how good 
the pasture is. One experienced dairyman 
says if a cow is producing less than a pound 
of butter per day, the pasture feed is suf- 
ficient. If the production of a cow is one 
and one-half pounds of butter, he declares, 
she should be fed five pounds of grain daily, 
and a cow which produces two pounds 
should be given seven or eight pounds of 
grain daily. !

STORAGED EGGS. 


A decision of the Supreme Court of the 
State of New York has granted a perma 
nent injunction restraining packers and 
dealers in eggs from disposing of any cold- 
storaged hen fruit unless pleinly marked 
as such on each egg. This offitself is good 
as far as it goes, but how is it to be en- 
forced? How is the ultimate consumer to 
know that cold-storaged eggs are not mas- 
querading as fresh at the average corner 
grocery? Until producers standardize the 
poultry business and sell their products on 
merit and just for what it is we oan see no 
lasting remedies for some of the evils con- 
fronting the business. 


FEED SILAGE CAREFULLY. 
Silage is often wasted by improper re- 


moval from the silo. The feed should be 


removed only when needed, and then only 

one day's feed should be taken from the 

top. In removing silage from the silo, an 

average of two inches should be taken off. 

The surface should be kept level and well, 
packed at all times. Do not use moldy, sour, 

or frozen silage.

Pausing in the midst of threshing the 
unprofitable castor bean harvest, Presi- 
dent Henry Gane of the California Cas- 
tor Bean Association advises farmers to 
“lay off” this crop until the United States 
has another batch of baby killers to whip. 
It appears that Southern Caljfornia farmers, 
moved by patriotic motives to plant castor 


tor beans under coast conditions when the 
association took up the work of providing 
the State’s share of lubricant for Uncle 
Sam's air fleet. But the farmers, anxious 
to do their part, took hold of the proposi- 
tion and planted some seed secured from 
India, put out by the association, which 
President Gane now admits was not good 
seed, but declares was the best he could

The government reports are indefinite as 
to the destination of these exported beans, 
or whether they come in bond for Europe, 
but it is argueg here, whether for the Ameri- 
can trade or European consumption that 
they have been bought with American 
money, when the first duty of the buyer is 
to buy the American bean until the invest- 
ment of the American grower has been pro- 
tected.

BIG IRRIGATION 
PROJECT SHAPING. 


- FRESNO.—A plan is on foot to organize 
an irrigation district for Fresno county simi- 
lar to the one in Modesto, and meetings are 
being held in various parts ci the county to 
promate the project. Fresno, Tulare and 
Kings counties are all taking water out of 
the Kings River. The part of Tulare county 
using it is the area tributary to the river, 


which is included in the Alta irrigation dis- 


— 


trict, one of the old djstricts in the State 
organized in 1888, under the Wright law. 
This district has been a success ever since 
it was organized, and today the lands there 
are selling in vineyard and orchard proper- 
ties at from $700 to $1000 per acre in well 
located sections near Reedley and Dinuba. 
Because the district has prospered so much, 
several other districts have been formed 
which in all will cover 8,000,000 acres. 
There is sufficient water in Kings River in 
ordinary yéars. to irrigate this acreage. 
A little over 600,000 acres are _ irri- 
gated from this river every year, Dut very 
much flood water goes to waste. Hence the 
object is to have these districts each to 
gopntrol the distribution of its own waters, 
then all join together to put in what is 
known as the Pine Flat dam, a dam to be 
320 feet high and to contain 600,000 acre 
feet of water. 

One of the proposed districts is now work- 
ing under the Fresno canal system and has 
the oldest right to water on Kings River. 
This district containg 240,000 acres, and the 
intention is to organize the acreage under 
the Wright law, then buy out the private 
corporation that now controls the part which 
surrounds Fresno city on all sides. The dis- 
trict, howeveT, wouldenot take in the city. 

One of the leading spirits in the enter- 
prise is John Fairweather, who has had a 
long experience in irrigation affairs. If the 
project is consummated, and there is a 
good prospect that it will be, it will de- 
velop a vast amount of land in the heart of 
the San Joaquin Valley that is now idle for 
want of water only, and which, is as good 
land as that under vultivation. ° Competent 
engineers have pronounced the project en- 
tirely feasible. The project, it is estimated, 
would require a total outlay of about 
$6,000,000.

The abnormal demard for dairy products 
in Europe, due to the war, appears likely to 
continue for a year or more. European 
peoples have become accustomed to Ameri- 
can dairy products and there appears to be 
an opportunity to expand over pre-war re 
quirements.

BUGS FROM ‘TREES. 


With the help of the ingenious Argentine 
ent, the mealy bug Gourishes very few 
sections of the cftrus district—generally in 
those orchards within the limits of cities, 
facetiovsly termed “back yard groves” by 
the comercial growers. This pest, how- 
ver, is comparatively easy to control. 
Fumigation is not considered a good method 
of handling the bugs as it has to be run 80 | 
strong that it injures the trees. 


One method followed—and it is probably 
as good as any—Is to spray the tree with 
water under a pressure of 160 or 170 
pounds, knocking off a large proportion of 
the mealy bug, and then letting the natural 
parasites of the cottony bug get in their 
good work. In the meantime it pays to 
bar from the tree the allies of the mealy | 
bug, the Argentine ants, by the poison or 
fly paper band methods. 


A good pressures of water, maintained 
for a short time, hits the affected fruits, 
in under the cottony covering of the 
„ which ordinarily sheds water, and 
gives the bug its “death of cold” or knocks 
it to the ground. This ordinarily removes 
90 per cent. of the pests. The remainder

After spraying,’ a poison, composed of 
seven and one-half pounds of water, fifteen 
pounds of glucose, one-quarter ounce tar- 
. taric acid and three-quarters of an ounce of 
- sodium arsenic, is placed on the ground 
around the trees, to increase the mortality 
of the ants. Or the usual band of sticky 
fly paper is placed around the tree and re- 
newed frequently. The ants have been 
known to use a bridge of dead ants on the 
bands to reach the promised land of honey- 
dew excreted by their insect-cows, the mealy| | 
bugs.
